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PREFACE 

"  Is  it  a  dream !     Can  it  be  true 

That  we,  ungalled  by  business  fetters, 
Four  careless  years  once  loitered  through 
Sojourners  in  the  home  of  letters!" 

The  lights  and  shadows  of  five  and  twenty  years  have  played 
among  the  old  elms  at  Cambridge  since  we  passed  out  from  under 
them  and  left  our  tasks  and  sports  to  succeeding  college  genera- 
tions. Those  years  have  brought  their  changes  there  as  else- 
where. New  buildings,  new  fences,  and  new  gates,  new  policies, 
new  professors,  and  new  ideas  have  all  sprung  up  since  those 
days  when  we  were  young  and  the  goal  was  not  in  sight.  The 
old  Yard  remains  the  same,  indeed,  but  a  new  Yard  too  has 
sprung  up  to  the  east  of  University.  Jarvis  Field  and  its  later 
rival,  Holmes,  are  battlefields  of  the  past,  and  victory  or  defeat 
is  now  achieved  or  suffered  on  Soldiers  Field,  on  the  Allston  side 
of  the  river.  The  Charles  itself  has  been  beautified  by  parkways 
where  it  "  writes  the  last  letter  of  its  name,"  and  a  new  boat- 
house  has  been  lately  built  upon  its  Brighton  bank. 

The  Harvard  Union,  at  the  corner  of  Harvard  and  Quincy 
streets  (like  the  Soldiers  Field,  the  gift  of  Major  Heny  L.  Hig- 
ginson),  supplies  a  clubhouse  for  all  college  men.  It  includes 
"  a  hall  for  the  musical  clubs  and  debating  societies,  offices  for 
the  college  publications  and  the  managers  of  the  athletic  organi- 
zations, baths  and  a  swimming  tank,  a  billiard-room,  lounging 
and  reading-room,  a  restaurant,  a  large  assembly-room,  a  trophy- 
room,  and  a  few  suites  of  rooms  to  be  used  in  entertaining  visi- 
tors." It  has  been  open  now  nearly  a  year,  and  has  demonstrated 
that  it  is  a  noble,  timely  gift,  and  a  place  where  a  healthy, 
hearty,  all-for-Harvard  spirit  can  be  created  and  nourished. 

The  Yard  is  now  enclosed,  for  nearly  the  entire  distance  from 
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Quincy  Street  by  Harvard  Square  to  the  Meyer  Gate,  at  the  east- 
ern end  of  Holworthy,  with  a  new  fence,  which,  with  its  many 
gates,  has  been  built  by  various  classes.  Our  '77  Gate,  the  size 
and  stateliness  of  which  were  made  possible  by  the  generous  con- 
tribution of  one  of  our  classmates,  who  is  as  modest  as  he  is  gen- 
erous, stands  opposite  the  Library  on  Massachusetts  Avenue.  If 
we  pass  under  it  and  wend  our  way  into  the  College  Yard,  we  see 
at  first  glance  little  that  is  new,  but  as  we  go  on  we  find  many  new 
buildings  erected  for  various  purposes  ;  and  if  we  stroll  between 
Stoughton  and  Holworthy  across  the  street  to  the  fields  beyond, 
we  find  them  partially  taken  up  by  other  new  buildings.  Numer- 
ous private  dormitories  have  been  erected,  also,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Harvard  Square.  Many  of  the  College  societies  and  clubs  now 
occupy  homes  of  their  own  in  separate  buildings  adapted  to  their 
purposes.  The  region  of  Norton's  Woods  looks  strange  with  its 
new  streets  and  houses,  and  the  neighborhood  as  we  knew  it  is 
much  changed.  Main  Street  and  North  Avenue  are  now  a  part 
of  Massachusetts  Avenue,  which  under  that  name  now  reaches 
from  Boston  through  Cambridge,  Arlington,  and  Lexington,  to 
Concord. 

In  Harvard  Square 

"The  shriek  of  carwheel  rounding  curve 
The  listener's  blood  still  duly  curdles," 

but  the  motive  power  is  no  longer  the  spirited  steed  of  our  stu- 
dent days,  but  electricity  through  the  agent  of  the  trolley  wire. 
The  Square  has  been  paved  and  generally  rejuvenated,  and  the 
fronts  of  many  of  the  buildings  have  been  somewhat  improved. 
These  are  but  a  few  of  the  changes  that  have  come  in  the  last 
quarter  of  a  century. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-eight  men  have  received  the  degree  of 
A.  B.  as  members  of  the  Class  of  '77.  Of  these,  thirty-two  have 
died.  Of  the  remainder  I  have  heard  from  all  but  two.  On  our 
list  of  temporary  members,  when  I  took  the  secretaryship,  were 
many  men  of  whom  there  was  no  trace.  We  still,  however,  keep . 
in  touch  with  about  thirty  of  them,  although  from  four  or  five  I 
have  heard  nothing  this  year. 

In  addition  to  the  Class  Gate,  of  which  mention  has  been  made, 
we  have  presented  the  College  with  a  window  in  Memorial  Hall, 
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paid  for  out  of  our  College  Fund,  and  with  a  portrait  of  our  late 
classmate  and  Secretary,  William  E.  Russell,  which  hangs  under 
that  window.  These  gifts  will  serve  to  show  that  the  interest  of 
'77  in  Alma  Mater  is  still  maintained  as  strongly  as  ever,  and  I 
understand  that  a  further  gift,  a  fund  for  a  scholarship,  is  to  be 
given  by  one  of  our  classmates  in  the  name  of  the  Class  this  year. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Class  for  their  assistance 
in  preparing  this  report.  Several  pressing  personal  letters  and 
a  telegram  or  two  were  necessary  to  extract  a  few  of  the  lives,  but 
the  apologies  that  finally  came  with  them  were  so  sincere  and 
satisfactory  that  their  lateness  in  coming  was  forgotten. 

This  book  is  a  summary  of  the  doings  of  each  man  up  to  date. 
Future  reports  will  not  repeat  the  matter  contained  in  this  volume, 
but  will  be  published  as  supplements. 

The  Class  Fund  is  in  good  condition,  and  although  it  will  be 
drawn  upon  rather  severely  for  this  year's  celebration,  it  should 
still  be  large  enough  to  take  care  of  us  until  the  last  old  gentle- 
man of  '77  shall  come  back,  say  in  i960,  and  in  a  cracked  and 
tremulous  voice,  invite  the  youngsters  of  that  day  to  whoop  'er 
up  once  more  for  '77. 

It  is  a  very  great  pleasure  for  a  Class  Secretary  to  perform  the 
duties  pertaining  to  the  office  when  he  is  as  heartily  supported  as 
I  am  by  the  Class  of  '77.  I  have  always  received  the  warmest 
and  most  appreciative  consideration  from  every  member  of  the 
Class,  and  I  desire  you  to  understand  that  I  greatly  appreciate  it.

Graduated  at  Co- 
lumbia College  Law  School,  and  was  admitted  to  the  New  York 
Bar  in  1883.  For  about  ten  months  in  1887-88,  was  employed  on 
the  staff  of  the  New  York  "  World."  Up  to  1896,  he  had  lived 
for  some  years  abroad. 

1902.  Writes :  "  I  spent  the  year  1896-97  in  Ithaca  —  whence 
I  probably  wrote  my  last  report  —  engaged  in  the  study  of  Horti- 
culture at  Cornell  University;  that  of  1897-98  at  Harvard,  where 
I  took  a  degree  of  A.  M.  in  1898,  continuing  the  study  of  Anthro- 
pology, which  had  been  the  main  pursuit  at  Cambridge ;  in  Paris 
during  the  year  1898-99,  at  Columbia  University,  and  the  Mu- 
seum of  Natural  History  in  New  York.  During  the  following 
year  I  resided  at  the  University  Settlement  in  New  York,  inter- 
ested in  the  work  of  the  Legal  Aid  Society.  I  presume  I  may 
still  call  myself  a  student. 

"  I  have  during  the  past  twenty-five  years  been  a  member  of  the 
following  clubs :  the  New  York  Athletic,  the  Union  League,  the 
Racquet,  the  Saint  Nicholas,  the  Lambs,  the  Union,  the  Meadow- 
Brook,  the  Oyster  Bay  Yacht  Club,  the  Blooming  Grove  Park 
Association,  from  all  of  which  I  have  resigned.  I  am  still  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association,  and  the  University  Club  of  New  York."

^ROBERT  S.  AVANN 

Born  in  Tenterden,  County  of  Kent,  England,  July  6,  1848. 
Died  at  Albion,  Mich.,  Dec.  3,  1898,  of  cancer  of  the  stomach, 
after  a  long  and  painful  illness.  When  but  six  years  of  age  he 
came  with  his  parents  to  this  country,  the  family  making  their 
home  at  Brecksville,  Ohio.  At  the  age  of  twenty-five  he  gradu- 
ated at  Baldwin  University,  and  afterwards  taught  for  three  years 
at  the  Upper  Iowa  University.  In  the  fall  of  1876,  he  entered  the 
Senior  class  of  Harvard,  graduating  in  1877  with  the  highest  hon- 
ors in  Greek,  and  standing  but  sixth  in  the  class  in  the  studies  of 
the  year  as  a  whole.  From  1877  to  1880,  he  served  as  Proctor 
at  Harvard,  and  received  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  1880.  He  also 
spent  a  year  at  Boston  University  in  the  School  of  All  Sciences, 
receiving  the  degree  of  Ph.  D.  in  1881.  In  1880-81,  he  taught 
Greek  and  Latin  in  Mt.  Pleasant  Academy,  Sing  Sing,  N.  Y. 
From  188 1  to  1882,  he  was  principal  of  the  public  schools  of 
Roslyn,  N.  Y.  He  was  also  Professor  of  Latin  in  Claverack 
College,  Claverack,  N.  J.  In  1883,  he  was  elected  Professor  of 
Latin  at  Albion,  Mich.,  which  position  he  continued  to  hold  till 
the  summer  of  1898,  when,  weakened  by  disease,  and  forewarned 
that  his  end  was  not  far  distant,  he  resigned  his  place. 

Avann  was  a  faithful  student  and  a  successful  teacher.  To 
his  high  scholarship  was  added  that  faculty  so  necessary  in  a 
teacher,  —  the  ability  to  impart  his  knowledge  clearly  to  others. 
As  a  citizen  he  was  fully  interested  in  the  highest  social  and 
moral  welfare  of  his  fellow  countrymen. 

He  was  married  Aug.  18,  1880,  at  Shreve,  Ohio,  by  Rev.  James 
Torbet  (brother  of  the  bride),  to  Ella  Torbet,  A.  M.,  second 
daughter  of  Robert  Allen  and  Keziah  Torbet,  of  Shreve,  Ohio. 
He  had  four  children :  viz.  George  Hiram,  born  Aug.  22,  1881 ; 
Robert,  July  12,  1883;  Herman,  Sept.  i,  1885,  died  June  11, 
1886  ;  Bertha  Eleanor,  March  22,  1893,  died  Sept.  17, 1893.  His 
widow  and  two  sons  survive  him.  George  graduated  from  the 
classical  course  at  Albion  in  1900.  Robert,  the  younger,  is  still 
a  member  of  the  college. 

Entering  the  Class  of  '77  in  the  Senior  year,  the  circle  of  our 
classmate's  acquaintance  was  unfortunately  quite  limited,  and 


hence  the  loss  which  the  class  experienced  in  his  death  must  fail 
of  its  due  appreciation.  A  kind  chance  brought  him  and  the 
writer  of  this  memorial  together  very  early  in  the  year,  and  an 
acquaintance  was  formed  which  soon  developed  into  a  very  en- 
joyable intimacy,  lasting,  with  the  aid  of  correspondence,  as 
long  as  he  lived. 

When  the  fateful  disease  which  ended  his  life  first  fastened 
itself  upon  him  in  the  early  winter  of  1897,  he  had  not  the  slightest 
idea  of  its  nature,  considering  it  but  an  attack  of  indigestion. 
As  time  advanced,  however,  and  the  disease  began  to  show  its 
true  character,  he  became  alarmed,  and  consulted  one  physician 
after  another,  among  them  some  of  the  highest  authorities  in 
America,  but  could  get  no  encouragement  from  them  as  to  his 
recovery.  He  even  went  to  the  hospital  for  an  operation,  but  was 
told  that  he  could  get  no  permanent  relief,  and  returned  sadly  to 
his  home.  He  kept  at  his  post  of  duty  through  the  academic 
year,  though  with  increasing  difficulty.  Through  the  summer 
and  autumn  of  1898  he  gradually  wasted  away,  suffering  but  little 
pain,  though  actually  starving  to  death.  He  kept  up  courage  to 
the  last,  though  quite  convinced  that  there  was  very  little  hope 
for  his  recovery.  In  the  very  last  letter  received  by  the  writer  of 
this  memorial  from  him,  less  than  one  month  before  his  death, 
after  stating  his  condition  and  the  slight  hope  of  his  recovering 
his  health,  he  closes  with  the  words,  "  I  don't  forget  the  saying 
'  While  there  's  life,  there  's  hope.' "  His  last  days  were  un- 
clouded in  mind,  while  he  was  slowly  wasting  in  body.  He  even 
declared  that  they  were  the  best  days  of  his  life.  Sustained  by  a 
strong  Christian  faith,  feeling  that  he  had  been  true  to  his  highest 
convictions  while  in  health,  he  looked  forward  with  calmness,  and 
even  with  joyful  anticipation,  to  his  release  from  earthly  limita- 
tions and  his  entrance  into  eternal  life. 

Classmate  Avann  was  preeminently  a  man  of  conscience :  to 
the  bar  of  the  right  he  brought  every  question  which  came  up  for 
consideration.  His  life  among  his  associates  was  ever  marked 
by  a  steadfastness  of  Christian  character  which  gave  him  a  strong 
influence  for  good  over  them  all.  The  testimonials  from  his 
pastor,  from  the  president  and  fellow  teachers  of  the  college 
where  he  had  taught  for  so  many  years,  all  united  in  the  appreci- 
ation of  the  high  character  which  he  had  exhibited  among  them. 
To  a  religious  devotion  and  a  firm  adherence  to  principle,  how- 
ever, there  were  added  a  genial  disposition  and  an  appreciation 


of  the  pleasantries  of  life,  which  won  not  only  the  respect  but  the 
friendship  of  those  who  became  acquainted  with  him.  Our  class- 
mate has  gone  on  into  the  unknown,  leaving  behind  him  a 
memory  unspotted,  and  an  example  worthy  of  our  emulation.

*SIGOURNEY   BUTLER 

Born  in  Boston,  Oct.  24,  1857.  Died  in  Boston,  June  7,  1898, 
Sigourney  Butler  was  born  at  26  Chauncy  Street,  Boston,  and 
was  the  son  of  Peter  and  Lucia  (Proctor)  Butler.  Most  of  his 
early  education  was  obtained  in  Boston,  first  at  a  small  school 
for  boys,  later  for  several  years  at  the  school  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Eayrs, 
and  finally  at  Hopkinson's,  where  he  prepared  for  college.  He 
entered  college  with  two  honors,  and  after  graduation  entered 
the  Law  School,  where  he  graduated  in  1880.  He  was  admitted 
to  the  Bar,  July  20,  1880.  For  many  years  he  was  associated  in 
practice  with  his  near  relative,  Mr.  Richard  Olney,  in  Boston, 
and  also  had  for  some  time  an  office  in  Quincy,  where  he  first  put 
out  his  la\vyer's  sign  in  the  office  formerly  occupied  by  the  late 
John  Quincy  Adams.  The  town  of  Quincy  was  long  the  family 
summer  home,  and  from  187 1  to  1889  was  the  home  during  both 
summer  and  winter.  He  was  always  closely  identified  with  that 
town,  and  dearly  loved  it.  He  served  from  1881  to  1887  on  the 
School  Committee,  and  was  identified  with  the  Episcopal  Church 
in  Quincy.  He  practised  law  successfully  in  Boston  from  the  time 
of  his  admission  to  the  Bar  until  his  death,  excepting  from  April, 
1887,  to  June,  1889,  when  he  was  Second  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury  at  Washington.  He  was  one  of  the  counsel  for  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad.  In  a  certain  way  he  was  an  old- 
school  man,  and  was  fond  of  old  customs  and  old  associations. 
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He  had  a  very  high  conception  of  the  dignity  of  the  legal  pro- 
fession, which  he  held  much  above  the  ordinary  pursuits  of  trade. 
There  was  found  upon  his  books  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in 
almost  every  case  in  which  he  had  made  a  charge,  a  note,  as 
well,  of  a  retainer.  In  most  instances  he  probably  had  no  idea 
of  collecting  these  retainers,  but  it  gratified  him  to  put  them 
down  as  ancient  landmarks  of  the  law. 

He  was  descended  on  the  paternal  side  from  old  New  England 
stock  which  had  in  it  a  Huguenot  strain.  His  father,  Peter 
Butler,  was  born  in  Oxford,  Mass.  On  the  maternal  side 
were  English  and  German  ancestors.  His  great  grandfather, 
Jonathan  Felt,  served  all  through  the  Revolutionary  War  as  one 
of  Washington's  bodyguard.  His  grandfather,  John  Cleveland 
Proctor,  was  a  well-known  hardware  merchant  of  Boston,  and  a 
zealous  deacon  of  Park  Street  Church.  From  both  sides  of  the 
family  Sigourney  inherited  a  warm  and  broad  interest  in  his 
fellow  men  and  a  marked  love  for  country  life. 

We  are  not  likely  to  overestimate  the  value  of  a  character  like 
Sigourney  Butler's  to  the  community  in  which  he  lived,  and  to 
the  individuals  with  whom  he  came  into  various  relations  in  daily 
life,  and  it  is  impossible  for  the  Class  of  '77  to  make  good  the 
loss  which  his  death  has  brought  to  it.  We  do  not  think  of  him 
as  of  a  man  who  had  grown  gray  in  the  profession  of  the  law,  or 
as  we  do  of  the  older  leaders  who  have  tried  great  cases,  or 
whose  wise  counsel  has  directed  the  disposal  of  great  interests; 
but  even  if  we  were  writing  of  him  at  a  period  more  advanced  in 
life,  if  he  had  been  permitted  to  live  out  those  added  3'ears  of 
usefulness  which  were  denied  him,  I  think  we  should  still  prefer 
to  look  back  on  his  charming  personality,  his  refinement  of 
manner,  his  great  goodness  of  heart,  and  his  straight  course  in 
the  discharge  of  duty.  He  was  singularly  fortunate  in  that  ex- 
terior charm  of  face  and  bearing  which  gave  him  so  distinguished 
and  winning  a  presence  ;  but  to  those  who  knew  him  well  these 
were  but  the  outward  indications  of  the  fine  nature  that  lay 
beneath.  His  devotion  to  the  college  and  the  class  was  deep 
and  sincere,  and  during  his  life  at  Cambridge  his  figure  was  to 
be  found  in  the  midst  of  those  scenes  and  events  which  we  look 
back  to  now  as  the  brightest  spots  of  our  college  days.  He  was 
the  moving  spirit  of  every  society  to  which  he  belonged,  and  the 
life  of  any  group  of  which  he  was  a  member. 
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After  graduation  his  interest  was  fully  maintained ;  no  class 
meeting  has  been  complete  without  him  ;  and  his  absence  in  the 
future  will  be  noted  as  long  as  any  of  us  are  permitted  to  come 
back  on  Commencement  Day.  The  figure  of  John  Harvard  him- 
self, seated,  as  President  Eliot  finely  said,  "  looking  wistfully 
into  the  west,"  represents  not  more  fully  the  spirit  of  the  Uni- 
versity than  did  Sigourney  Butler  that  of  the  Class  of  '77.  But 
he  was  far,  far  more  than  the  teller  of  a  good  story,  the  singer 
of  a  good  song,  or  even  than  a  sympathetic  and  manly  friend. 
There  lay  beneath  all  these  attributes,  as  the  corner-stone  of  his 
character,  the  soul  of  honor  and  the  highest  of  ideals.  While 
doing  cheerfully  and  well  the  work  that  was  given  him  to  do,  he 
chafed  a  little  under  what  we  sometimes  call  the  humdrum  of 
life.  He  would  have  welcomed  an  opportunity  for  high  endeavor 
and  lofty  accomplishments  in  other  fields. 

The  last  time  I  saw  him,  in  speaking  of  the  men  of  our  class 
who  were  in  the  army  or  navy  in  the  Spanish  War,  he  said  it 
seemed  to  him  that  there  ought  to  be  more  '77  men  in  it.  He 
was  exceedingly  anxious  himself  to  play  his  part,  and  indeed,  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  he  had  offered  his  services  to  the  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  was  willing  to  take  almost  any  posi- 
tion which  would  have  made  him  of  service  to  the  country.  It  is 
not  too  much  to  say  of  him,  that  if  opportunity  had  offered,  he 
had  the  high  resolve  and  purpose  and  the  heroic  qualities  of 
such  men  as  Robert  Gould  Shaw.  He  had  that  modest  manli- 
ness which  marks  the  useful  citizen,  and  which  made  him  a  leader 
behind  whom  other  men  fell  in  ungrudgingly  and  enthusiastically. 
His  manner  was  keen,  forceful,  and  fascinating.  The  age  of 
chivalry  had  not  passed  in  the  world  while  he  was  in  it,  and  I 
think  of  no  man  of  my  acquaintance  in  these  modern  times  to 
whom  the  description  of  the  Canterbury  Pilgrim  can  be  more 
truthfully  employed, 

"  He  was  a  very  perfect  gentle  knight," 

and 

"  he  loved  chivalry. 

Truth  and  honor,  freedom  and  courtesy."

Edward  Jones  Cutter  was  the  son  of  Edward  Stearns  Cutter 
and  Jeannette  (Swan)  Cutter.  His  father  was  a  noted  lawyer 
of  New  Hampshire,  whose  ancestors  were  among  the  settlers  of 
that  State  early  in  the  seventeenth  century.  He  was  married, 
June  15,  1887,  to  Nelly  Dana  Greeley,  of  Nashua,  N.  H.,  who, 
with  their  two  children,  Elizabeth  and  Katherine,  survives  him. 
By  his  death  we  lose  a  warm  friend,  one  who  always  felt  the 
greatest  interest  and  pride  in  anything  and  everything  that  con- 
cerned the  Class  of  '77,  and  one  whose  life-work  has  contributed 
to  its  honor.  After  graduation  the  succeeding  three  years  were 
spent  in  the  study  of  medicine  at  the  Harvard  Medical  School, 
from  which  in  1881  he  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  In  July,  1880, 
he  received,  after  a  severe  competitive  examination,  the  appoint- 
ment of  House  Officer  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  noted  of  American  hospitals.  After  an  eighteen 
months'  service,  which  ended  Jan.  6,  1882,  he  became  Assistant 
Resident  Physician  at  the  State  Almshouse,  Tewksbury,  Mass. 
On  Nov.  I,  1882,  he  received  the  appointment  of  Assistant 
Superintendent  and  Resident  Physician  at  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital, a  position  requiring  great  executive  ability  as  well  as  a  high 
degree  of  technical  knowledge.  This  work  he  performed  with 
great  efficiency  and  credit  till  Nov.  i,  1884,  when  he  resigned  to 
enter  the  active  practice  of  medicine  at  Leominster,  Mass.,  where 
he  rapidly  won  a  conspicuous  position  and  an  extensive  practice. 
His  life  was  an  exceedingly  active  one  from  this  time.     In  addi- 
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tion  to  the  ire,  anxiet}',  responsibility,  ar,d  physical  exertion 
necessitated  y  a  large  general  practice,  he  gradually  was  called 
upon  to  assuie  many  other  duties.  As  a  Fellow  of  the  ]SIassa- 
chusetts  Meical  Societ)-  he  ser\-ed  as  Censor  and  Councillor. 
He  acted  asConsulting  Surgeon  at  the  Baldwinsville  Hospital 
for  Childrenand  was  an  active  member  of  several  medical  socie- 
ties. He  w;  President  of  the  most  prominent  social  organiza- 
tion of  his  lace  of  residence.  He  served  witli  marked  ability 
many  years  i  a  member  of  the  School  Committee.  His  superb 
mental  powe-.,  extraordinan,-  memory,  power  of  concentration  of 
effort,  untiriz  energy,  high  ideals,  and  vast  store  of  general 
information  spt  him  continually  in  demand.  He  was  never  sat- 
isfied till  hi'task  was  finished,  and  in  the  best  possible  man- 
ner. As  a  pysician  he  was  constantly  at  work  to  keep  in  touch 
with  the  mo;  advanced  ideas  in  medical  science.  Six  months' 
hard  study  iften  till  three  to  four  o'clock  a.  m.)  in  Vienna 
and  Londonin  iSgo,  was  for  this  purpose,  and  was,  perhaps, 
the  beginnir  of  the  sad  end.  His  opinion  as  a  medical  con- 
sultant was  :t:ch  sought  and  highlv  valued.  As  a  member  of 
the  School  i-ard  he  made  the  designs  and  scale  drawings,  and 
supervised  i  part  the  construction  of  a  schoolhouse,  which  has 
been  looked  pon  as  a  model.  He  introduced  military  drill,  and 
several  implements,  suggested  by  modern  methods,  into  the  sys- 
tem of  instrition.  He  organized  and  coached  a  school  football 
eleven,  who5  victories  were  many  and  defeats  exceptionally  few. 
There  were  ;w  holidavs  in  his  busv  life.  His  kindlv  interest, 
cordialit}',  upght  character,  his  sympathy,  his  sincerity,  his  vast 
store  of  genral  as  well  as  technical  knowledge,  ahvavs  at  the 
disposal  of  mers,  won  for  him  many  friends  and  always  excited 
admiration  ad  respect.  One  cannot  cease  to  wish  that  he  had 
been  less  dinterested  and  more  regardful  of  himself.  All  this 
work,  in  addion  to  his  professional  duties,  was  an  exceptional 
mental  and  hysical  strain.  He  was  wholly  unsparing  of  his 
superior  meral  powers,  and  when  he  finally  tried  to  lay  aside  his 
burden  it  wa  too  late.  When  he  could  have  slept  he  did  not ; 
when  he  woid  have  slept  he  could  not.  And  so  has  passed  from 
our  lives  onavho,  had  he  lived,  would  have  added  much  to  the 
honor  and  fa:e  of  77.  His  was  a  character  brilliant,  worthy  of 
admiration  ad  emulation.  He  was  a  true  friend.  His  life- 
work  was  torelieve  human  suffering  and  to  benefit  his  fellow 
men.

"  A  wage-slave,  haranguing  in  1900  on  a  street  corner,  while  I 
•was  on  a  fool's  errand  as  member  of  the  National  Committee 
of  the  People's  party,  opened  my  eyes  to  the  superficial  vulgarity 
of  economic  instructions  I  had  received  at  Harvard  from  hireling 
teachers  of  the  bourgeoisie.  Carl  Mart,  in  '  Das  Capital,'  has 
since  taught  me  that  the  only  apology  private  capital  can  offer 
for  having  forced  its  self-contradictions  onto  a  suffering  world,  is 
that  it  has  taught  how  to  produce  wealth  cheaply." 

He  says  that  from  a  reformer  he  has  become  a  revolutionist, 
and  "  he  is  divorced  from  exchange  values  and  profits  for  the 
few,"  and  "  married  to  use  values  to  serve  humanity."  His  publi- 
cations are  weekly  newspaper  articles,  and  he  has  delivered  many 
"  street  talks."  He  is  a  member  of  the  Socialist  movement,  and 
has  received  the  degree  of  "  servant  to  proletarians  in  the  hard 
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college  of  the  world."  He  has  made  "  interesting  trips  between 
different  factories  of  despotism." 

His  sketch  closes  with  the  following  :  — 

"Finally,  classmates,  read  'Loria,'  and  learn  how  'beneath  the 
splendid  cloak  of  capitalism  is  the  funeral  shroud  in  which  capi- 
talistic society  will  soon  sleep  its  last.'  It  is  about  to  die  the 
death  of  a  suicide,  its  own  greed  for  profits  having  already  nearly 
exhausted  its  markets.  So,  ye  wage-slaves,  on  with  the  class- 
fight  !  And  ye  unproductive  laborers  from  Harvard,  shout,  '  Live 
socialism  ! ' "

Goodrich  was  the  son  of  Henry  and  Maria  (Willson)  Goodrich. 
He  was  fitted  for  college  at  the  Cambridge  High  School,  from 
which  he  graduated  in  1873,  and  entered  college  with  us.  In  1877- 
78,  he  taught  Mathematics  and  Physical  Sciences  in  Park  Institute, 
Rye,  N.  Y.  In  the  summer  of  1878,  he  went  to  Louisiana,  and 
until  January,  1880,  was  principal  of  the  Providence  Public  White 
School.  He  was  Parish  Examiner,  and  on  the  Board  of  School 
Directors.  In  1880,  he  became  a  cotton  planter  on  the  Missis- 
sippi River  about  fifty  miles  north  of  Vicksburg,  on  the  Louisiana 
side,  at  his  old  home  plantation.  In  the  fall  of  1882,  he  was  ap- 
pointed United  States  Assistant  Engineer,  in  charge  of  the  levees 
of  North  Louisiana,  and  so  continued  until  his  death.     He  had 
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charge  of  the  upper  Tensas  division  of  the  Third  United  States 
District,  covering  the  two  lower  Arkansas  counties  and  the  whole 
of  East  Carroll  and  part  of  Madison  parishes  in  Louisiana.  His 
last  illness  was  apparently  a  mild  case  of  malarial  fever,  which, 
however,  developed  into  congestion  of  the  lungs,  from  which  he 
died  within  a  very  few  hours.  He  was  married,  Feb.  8,  1882,  to 
Antonia  P.  Goff,  daughter  of  Dr.  Thomas  J.  and  Mary  C  (Beard) 
Goff,  of  Friar's  Point,  Miss.,  who  survives  him  with  two  children  :

His  life  after  graduation  was  characterized  by  the  same 
indefatigable  industry  and  successful  accomplishment.  His  work 
in  his  profession  was  of  a  high  order,  and  those  who  knew  him 
best  in  Louisiana  speak  of  him  in  the  very  highest  terms.

Born  in  Charlestown,  Mass.,  Jan.  24,  1855.  Died  of  apoplexy 
at  Ipswich,  Mass.,  April  28,  1901. 

Robert  Willard  Greenleaf  was  the  son  of  James  Edward  and 
Mary  Elizabeth  (Willard)  Greenleaf,  and  great-grandson  of  the 
distinguished  law  writer.  Professor  Simon  Greenleaf. 

He  prepared  for  college  in  the  Charlestown  High  School,  en- 
tered Harvard  in  1873,  and  graduated  in  1877  with  honors  in 
Natural  History.  From  his  earliest  days  he  had  taken  great  in- 
terest in  Botany,  and  showed  so  much  proficiency  in  this  study 
while  at  Harvard  that  on  graduation  the  position  of  Assistant  in 
the  Botanical  Department  was  offered  to  him  by  Professor  Good- 
ale.  This  he  held  from  1877  to  188 1;  in  188 1,  he  entered  the 
Harvard  Medical  School,  and  in  1885,  received  the  degree  of 
A.  M.  and  M.  D.  From  1884  to  1886,  he  was  House  Officer  and 
Assistant  to  the  Superintendent  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  In 
1886,  he  was  also  appointed  House  Officer  at  the  Boston  Lying-in 
Hospital.  From  1886  to  1889,  he  was  Assistant  in  Histology 
and  Embryology  in  the  Harvard  Medical  School.  In  1891,  he 
was  appointed  lecturer  at  the  Boston  Teachers'  School  of  Science 
(Lowell  Institute  Course).  In  the  same  year  he  was  made  In- 
structor in  Materia  Medica  and  Botany  in  the  Massachusetts 
College  of  Pharmacy,  and  in  the  following  year  was  promoted  to 
be  Professor  in  the  same  subjects.  This  position  he  held  till  the 
time  of  his  death.     Soon  after  his  graduation  from  the  Medical 
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School,  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  phj'sicians  to  the  Boston 
Dispensar}',  and  always  showed  the  greatest  interest  and  energy 
in  the  welfare  of  this  beneficent  institution.  In  1897,  he  was 
appointed  by  the  staff  to  write  an  historical  report  covering  the 
hundred  years  of  its  existence,  from  1796  to  1897.  This  report 
he  prepared  with  the  greatest  care,  and  it  contains  matter  of  very 
great  interest  even  to  the  general  public.  In  January,  190 1,  he 
was  elected  President  of  the  Dispensary,  and  on  the  Thursday 
before  his  death  he  presided  at  a  reception  to  celebrate  the 
opening  of  the  new  Dispensary  building.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society,  and  his  last  address  be- 
fore that  body  was  made  on  the  day  before  his  death.  Most  of 
the  following  papers  w^ere  read  before  the  Society  and  afterward 
published  :  — 

"The  Diet  of  Harvard  Students;"  "The  Recent  Epidemic 
of  Cholera;"  "The  Charles  River  in  Relation  to  Intermittent 
Fever ;  "  "  Foods  ;  "  "  The  Relation  of  Modern  Therapeutics  to 
the  Practice  of  Dentistry  ; "  "  The  Psychic  Factor  in  Disease." 

Greenleaf  had  thus  devoted  himself  not  only  to  the  practice 
but  also  to  the  teaching  of  his  profession.  Those  who  worked 
with  him  as  teachers  have  all  testified  to  the  success  and  thor- 
oughness of  his  work  as  a  teacher  and  to  his  cordial  relation  with 
students.  In  disposition  he  might  be  described  by  a  word  which 
is  not  of  ordinary  application,  and  that  is  the  word  "  happy." 
He  called  to  mind  a  story  by  a  great  Norwegian  writer  who  por- 
trays a  character  as  happy  from  the  hour  of  his  birth,  not  through 
any  accidents  of  fortune  or  from  any  chain  of  circumstances,  but 
because  of  the  sweetness  of  his  disposition,  his  affectionate  rela- 
tions with  his  friends  and  family,  his  unselfishness,  and  his  large- 
hearted  tolerance  of  the  errors  of  others. 

His  temperament  knew  no  ups  and  downs.  In  all  men  and  in 
all  things  he  looked  for  the  best  and  hoped  for  the  best.  This 
enviable  condition  of  mind  peculiarly  fitted  him  for  his  profes- 
sion. In  a  paper  which  he  read  a  few  years  ago  before  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Medical  Society  on  "  The  Psychic  Factor  in  Disease," 
he  forcibly  describes  the  important  part  played  by  the  spirit  of 
the  patient  in  the  conflict  between  life  and  death.  No  one  dis- 
charged better  than  he  this  duty  of  the  physician,  to  sustain  and 
inspire,  for  his  very  presence  brought  restfulness  and  hope. 

He  was  always  ready  to  give  his  help  wdthout  expectation  of 
return ;  and  since  his  death  there  has  come  to  his  friends  the 
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knowledge  of  many  kindly  deeds  quietly  done,  which  must  have 
brought  increased  labor  to  an  overworked  frame.  His  death  adds 
one  m.ore  to  the  list  of  those  who  have  been  cut  off  in  the  ful- 
ness of  their  powers,  ripened  by  experience,  but  with  their  work 
unfinished.  E.  H.  S.

After  graduation 
taught  school  until  1882  in  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  Brookline, 
Mass.  Then  studied  theology,  graduating  from  Bangor  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  1884.  Supplied  preaching,  or  was  pastor,  at 
Congregational  churches  in  Brewer,  Me.,  Bangor,  Me.,  and  Provi- 
dence, R.  I.,  until  1889,  when  he  entered  upon  evangelistic  labor. 
He  became  a  Baptist  and  was  baptized,  May,  1890,  in  Boston. 
As  an  evangelist  he  was  connected  with  Baptist  churches  in 
Maiden,  Mass.,  and  Tacoma,  Wash.,  1891-95.  In  1897,  he 
had  been  engaged  for  some  time  as  "  Evangelist  Pastor  "  of  an 
independent  work  in  Tacoma,  the  "Ecclesia"  Mission.  This 
year,  1902,  he  is  connected,  as  an  evangelist,  with  a  religious 
body  having  headquarters  at  Shiloh,  Me.  This  connection,  he 
says,  "  is  the  happy  culmination  of  a  quarter  century's  diligent 
search  for  a  people  who  live  the  Bible  as  did  the  early  apostles 
and  their  followers.  I  have  found  what  I  have  sought  and  am 
content."  Harriman  at  present  is  at  Liverpool,  England,  the 
headquarters  for  Europe.  He  joined  this  movement  in  June, 
1900,  and  with  his  wife  and  five  of  his  seven  children  and  over 
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thirty  of  his  parishioners  went  to  Shiloh.  His  oldest  daughter 
is  with  him  in  Liverpool  j  his  second  son  is  with  the  branch  Bible 
School  in  Alexandria,  Egypt,  the  headquarters  for  the  movement 
for  Africa,  and  he  expects  to  have  part  in  establishing  head- 
quarters for  Asia,  at  Jerusalem.  The  CLASS  BABY,  a  grad- 
uate of  Washington  State  University,  is  practising  law  in  Seattle. 
November,  1898,  Harriman  started  on  an  evangelistic  and  mis- 
sionary tour  around  the  world.  Travelling  from  Tacoma  east,  he 
spoke  in  many  cities,  and  sailed  via  the  Suez  Canal  for  Manila,  on 
the  transport  Sherman,  and  by  appointment  of  the  Secretary  of 
War  was  chaplain  to  the  troops  en  route.  He  spent  seven  weeks  in 
the  Philippines,  visiting  all  points  held  by  our  army,  preached  to 
the  troops,  and  distributed  Protestant  literature.  He  was  under 
fire  within  twenty-four  hours  after  landing.  He  returned  to  San 
Francisco  via  Japan,  went  back  to  Tacoma,  June,  1899,  and  pub- 
lished one  or  two  articles  on  the  situation. 

"  My  views  on  the  Philippine  policy  were  '  imperialist,'  but 
solely  from  the  standpoint  of  prophecy.  This  is  a  '  special  inter- 
est '  to  me.  '  Anglo-Israel '  is  fascinating  to  me,  and  as  one 
branch  of  the  Anglo-Israel  stock,  I  hailed  the  battle  of  ^Manila 
Bay  as  a  new  era  in  our  political  life  as  a  nation ;  an  enforced 
taking  up  of  our  duties  to  the  world  of  nations  ;  an  assumption, 
though  tardy,  of  our  duties  to  the  Orient ;  an  assumption  .of 
responsibility  for  the  so-called  '  Eastern  Question,'  which  I  had 
come  to  regard  as  identical  with  '  the  Controversy  of  Zion.' 
When  Dewey's  guns  sunk  the  Spanish  fleet,  I  saw  the  beginning 
of  biblical  '  imperialism '  for  us.  I  have  no  idea  that  we  are  ever 
to  recede  from  that  position.  God  rules  in  the  destinies  of 
nations,  and  constitutional  limitations,  real  or  fancied,  cannot 
prevent  them  from  working  out  their  manifest  destiny.  And  I 
am  glad  of  the  wars  in  the  Philippines,  though  from  centre  to 
circumference  a  man  of  peace.  Do  I  preach,  Tyler  ?  I  will  stop, 
if  I  do,  and  bid  you  and  my  classmates  good-by.  I  would  that 
life  during  the  quarter  century  since  our  graduation  (who  can 
believe  it  so  long .?)  might  in  the  sequel  prove  as  profitable  to  them 
all  as  it  has  to  me,  though  a  wanderer  on  the  face  of  the  earth, 
homeless,  salar}dess,  seeking  the  evangelization  of  a  lost  world 
in  this  our  generation,  in  the  service  of  the  King  of  kings.  It 
pays  well."

In  1899,  he  became 
interested  in  an  invention  for  transmitting  sound  through  the 
water  without  wires,  and  for  receiving  and  carrying  to  the  ear 
sounds  made  in  the  water  by  bells,  the  machinery  of  ships,  etc. 
The  purpose  of  the  invention  was  to  give  ships  their  position,  to 
warn  them  off  shore,  to  prevent  collisions,  etc.  In  1902,  the 
Sub-Marine  Signal  Company  was  formed,  to  place  the  invention 
before  the  public,  and  he  became  Vice-President  and  General 
Manager  of  this  company.

*WILLIAM  RADCLIFF  MORRIS 

Born  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  19,  1855.  Died  in  Sheridan, 
Wyo.,  July  3,  1900. 

Morris's  early  school-days  were  spent  at  Pinkerton  Academy, 
at  Derry,  N.  H.  He  fitted  for  college  at  Phillips  Exeter  Acad- 
emy, and  after  graduating  with  us  he  entered  the  Columbia  Law 
School,  and  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1880.  In  the  fall  of 
1880,  he  went  to  Omaha,  Neb.,  and  became  a  member  of  the  law 
firm  of  Morris  &  Breckenridge.  He  was  subsequently  associated 
in  the  practice  of  law  with  the  Hon,  Charles  F.  Manderson.  Later 
he  formed  a  law  partnership  with  the  Hon.  James  W.  Savage,  of 
the  class  of  '47,  and  the  firm  name  became  Savage,  Morris  & 
Davis.  The  firm  had  a  large  and  extensive  practice  and  repre- 
sented a  large  number  of  the  most  important  corporations  doing 
business  in  Nebraska.  After  the  death  of  Judge  Savage,  in  1890, 
Morris  succeeded  in  holding  the  clientage  of  the  firm,  which  made 
him  a  very  busy  man  down  to  the  time  of  his  death.  As  a  lawyer 
he  is  said,  by  those  who  knew  him  intimately  in  Omaha,  to  have 
been  an  unqualified  success,  and  as  a  man  he  was  universally 
liked,  both  in  and  out  of  his  profession.  During  the  summer  of 
1900,  he  went  West  on  a  vacation,  and  on  the  3d  of  July  he  was 
in  Sheridan,  Wyo.  It  was  a  warm  day,  and  he  and  his  little  boy 
had  stepped  into  a  drug  store  and  were  about  to  get  a  drink 
of  soda  water,  when  Morris  suddenly  fell  to  the  floor  and  died 
almost  instantly.  The  cause  of  his  death  was  probably  Bright's 
disease,  from  which  he  had  suffered  for  a  long  time.  James  H. 
Mcintosh,  '84,  who  was  his  intimate  friend  for  many  5^ears,  writes 
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the  Secretary  that  Morris's  history  at  Omaha  was  "  altogether 
honorable  and  all  worth  knowing."  His  career  was  evidently 
one  that  '77  has  reason  to  be  proud  of,  and  his  name  is  one  that 
we  should  place  among  those  who  have  done  us  credit  and  honor 
in  the  West.  Morris  had  been  East  a  few  times  in  the  last 
twenty  years,  and  those  who  have  seen  him  will  recall  that  the 
old  genial,  warm-hearted  characteristics  still  remained  and  that 
with  them  had  come  an  added  sense  of  responsibility  and  a  dis- 
position to  take  the  place  which  belonged  to  him  in  the  active 
world.  We  shall  always  treasure  his  memory  as  that  of  a  genial 
companion  and  a  valued  friend. 

He  leaves  a  widow,  Mary,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Lyman 
and  Virginia  Clark  Richardson,  of  Omaha,  and  to  whom  he  was 
married  in  Switzerland,  Sept.  10,  1890,  and  one  child,  Richard- 
son Savage,  born  June  5,  i8gi.

He  returned  from 
Arizona  to  South  Chicago  in  September,  1886,  and  has  been 
principal  of  the  Phil  Sheridan  Grammar  School  ever  since.

1902.  Writes  :  "  Either  from  lack  of  courage  to  break  away  or 
from  lack  of  sufficient  counter  attraction,  I  have  never  yet  made  up 
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my  mind  to  leave  my  present  occupation  of  principal  of  the  Phil 
Sheridan  School,  Chicago.  During  the  last  five  years  I  have 
taken  up,  during  the  long  vacations,  a  number  of  courses  at  the 
University  of  Chicago,  but  I  have  never  made  application  for  any 
degree.  I  have  never  practised  law,  though  I  have  figured  as 
defendant  and  plaintiff  in  divers  civil  cases,  assisting  thereby  to 
shatter  the  popular  delusion  that  a  mild,  inoffensive  man  engaged 
in  public  school  teaching  is  bound  to  stand  and  deliver  to  the 
first  commercial  ruffian  that  undertakes  to  hold  him  up.

*HENRY  GILMAN  NICHOLS 

Born  in  Saco,  Me.,  July  10,  1854.  Died  in  Boston,  Mass., 
May  21,  1900. 

Nichols  entered  college  with  the  class  of  '76,  but  entered  our 
class  in  our  Sophomore  year  and  graduated  with  us.  During 
the  following  year  he  was  in  the  Harvard  Law  School,  and  1878 
-79  he  taught  Latin  in  a  private  school  in  Philadelphia,  and 
studied  law  in  an  office  in  that  city.  In  1879,  he  returned  to 
Cambridge  and  completed  his  course  in  the  Law  School,  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Bar  in  188 1,  and  after  that,  until  his  death,  contin- 
ued practice  in  Boston.  He  was  at  first  in  the  office  of  Shat- 
tuck,  Holmes  &  Munroe,  but  subsequently  formed  a  partnership 
with  the  late  Benjamin  F.  Brooks ;  and  upon  the  death  of  Mr. 
Brooks,  in  1887,  he  succeeded  to  the  large  business  of  the  firm. 
No  review  of  his  life  could  be  more  just  and  truthful  than  the 
resolutions  which  were  passed  at  his  death  by  the  Boston  Bar 
Association,  and  which  were  written  by  Mr.  Moorfield  Storey, 
who  both  knew  his  great  ability  and  appreciated  his  fine  charac- 
ter.    The  language  of  the  resolutions,  in  part,  is  as  follows :  — 

"  His  first  and  most  striking  quality  was  innate,  unswerving 
honesty.  His  mental  processes  were  direct,  his  approaches  were 
frank,  and  he  inspired  all  who  met  him,  whether  opponents  or 
clients,  with  confidence  in  his  desire  to  accomplish  justice. 
While  tenacious  of  his  clients'  rights,  he  recognized  the  rights  of 
others,  and  his  invariable  purpose  was  so  to  deal  with  any  litiga- 
tion or  complication  as  to  secure  results  of  which  no  one  could 
rightly  complain.  His  connection  with  a  case  was  an  assurance 
of  fair  play,  and  his  own  personal  interest  never  influenced  his 
advice  or  his  action. 

"  To  this  clear-grained  character,  the  first  essential  of  true  pro- 
fessional success,  he  added  rare  business  judgment,  untiring  in- 
dustry, indefatigable  patience,  conciliatory  temper,  and  excellent 
legal  attainments. 

"  Men  and  women  were  naturally  attracted  by  him.  They  were 
sure  that  his  interest  in  them  was  genuine,  and  he  won  confidence 
and  friendship  on  every  hand.  His  wholesome,  unaffected,  cor- 
dial, sympathetic  humanity  made  him  welcome  everywhere,  and 
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the  circle  of  his  friends  was  constantly  widened.  But  his  was  no 
weak  nature,  avoiding  all  occasion  for  dispute.  His  capacity  for 
generous  indignation  was  great,  his  contempt  for  trickery  or  sel- 
fishness found  warm  and  forcible  expression.  He  won  his  friends 
by  compelling  their  respect,  and  he  did  not  hesitate  to  condemn 
a  wrong  for  fear  of  making  an  enemy, 

"  The  opportunity  to  show  his  quality  came  to  him  early, 
and  his  ability  was  recognized  at  once.  In  the  busy  office  of  Mr. 
Brooks  he  was  engaged  from  the  outset  in  important  matters,  and 
he  won  his  way  steadily  upward.  Great  trusts  sought  him,  and 
he  became  more  and  more  immersed  in  the  conduct  of  large 
affairs  and  the  solution  of  complicated  problems.  Never  sparing 
himself,  he  came  more  than  once  dangerously  near  the  limit  of  his 
physical  endurance  and  was  forced  to  rest ;  but  no  sooner  did 
his  strength  return  than  he  plunged  with  renewed  vigor  into  his 
work,  uninstructed  by  experience,  and  perhaps  had  he  been  more 
thoughtful  of  himself,  his  years  might  have  been  longer, 

"  When  out  of  a  clear  sky  came  the  dreadful  message  that  his 
days  were  numbered,  and  that  his  busy  and  useful  life,  with  all  its 
promise  of  happiness  and  success,  must  soon  end,  he  bore  the 
blow  with  a  cheerful  courage  that  commanded  admiration.  He 
made  such  arrangements  as  were  necessary  to  settle  his  affairs, 
and  then  through  weeks  of  agonizing  pain  awaited  the  end,  with 
no  sign  of  weakness  or  unavailing  regret,  thinking  only  how  he 
could  make  the  inevitable  easier  to  his  family  and  his  friends, 
and  accepting  his  own  fate  with  wonderful  fortitude. 

"A  wise  counsellor,  a  devoted  friend,  an  able  lawyer,  an  hon- 
est man,  he  has  left  a  gap  in  our  ranks  which  can  hardly  be  filled, 
and  there  are  none  who  will  not  always  regret  his  untimely  death. 
His  career  may  teach  us  all  the  lesson  too  easily  forgotten,  —  that 
true  success  at  the  Bar  is  won  only  by  faithfully  adhering  to  the 
high  ideals  of  our  profession." 

While  we  can  perhaps  add  nothing  to  the  very  clear  estimate 
of  his  life  and  character  so  ably  written  by  Mr.  Storey,  the  Class 
of  '77  will  indorse  that  estimate  most  heartily  and  cordially. 
Nichols  was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  strongest  characters  in  our 
class,  and  his  fidelity  and  great  ability  in  the  management  of  all 
interests  intrusted  to  his  care  and  his  absolutely  honorable  ca- 
reer were  most  warmly  appreciated  by  his  classmates.  He  was 
one  of  those  strong,  earnest,  practical,  level-headed  men  who  are 
the  most  useful  factors  in  a  community  and  upon  whom  other 
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men  lean  with  undoubting  trust  and  confidence.  We  are  glad  to 
have  been  associated  with  him  for  so  many  years  ;  we  may  well 
take  great  pride  in  his  successful  and  honorable  record,  and  we 
admire  the  bravery  with  which  he  met  the  inevitable  summons 
which  must  come  to  us  all,  and  which  came  to  him  so  unexpect- 
edly in  the  prime  of  life. 

He  was  married,  Nov.  3,  1891,  to  Elsie  Quincy,  of  Boston,  who 
survives  him,  with  two  children  :  Frances  Quincy,  born  Oct.  i, 
1892,  and  Henry  Oilman,  Jr.,  born  April  8,  1894.

DANIEL  JOHN   MITCHEL   O'CALLAGHAN 

Born  in  Worcester,  Mass.,  June  12,  1855.  Admitted  to  the 
Massachusetts  Bar,  1880,  and  to  the  New  York  Bar,  1883,  and 
since  then  has  been  practising  law  in  New  York  city,  where  he 
lives.  He  writes  that  on  Nov.  9,  1900,  he  organized  the  Polit- 
ical Liberty  Society,  an  educational  anti-Imperialist  society 
formed  to  educate  the  Democratic  party  to  favor  as  the  main, 
and  perhaps  the  sole  plank  in  its  next  national  platform  the 
entire  dropping  of  the  Philippines  at  once,  without  a  protectorate, 
but  with  the  retention  of  a  coaling  station.  He  is  the  author  of 
the  "  Address  to  the  Sovereign  People,"  which  contains  the  de- 
claration of  principles  of  said  society.  This  society  is  entirely 
independent,  is  not  a  political  organization,  but  merely  conducts 
a  campaign  of  education.  Among  its  officers  are  a  Chief  Organ- 
izer, an  office  held  by  O'Callaghan.  He  is  also  editor  and  pub- 
lisher of  the  "  Political  Liberty  Herald  "  of  New  York,  the  organ 
of  said  society.  This  publication  is  independent,  and  reflects 
the  opinion  of  the  editor  alone,  without  regard  to  the  views  of 
"  advertiser,  subscriber,  or  any  one  else."  "  It  is  the  only  news- 
paper developing  the  only  practical  plan  through  which  the  Demo- 
cratic party  can  succeed,  the  abandonment  of  the  Philippines 
be  effected,  and  this  republic  be  preserved."  This  newspaper  is 
a  "  periodical  in  the  strictest  sense,  because  as  it  is  not  issued  at 
stated  intervals,  it  cannot  be  called  anything  except  a  periodical  j 
i.  e.,  a  publication  issued  periodically ;  but  although  there  is  no 
assurance  that  it  will  come  out  at  regular  intervals,  there  is  none 
that  it  will  come  out  at  irregular  intervals.  It  keeps  people  guess- 
ing." The  price  is  five  cents  a  copy,  or  one  dollar  for  twenty-six 
consecutive  numbers,  with  no  guarantee  as  to  when  they  will  be 
forthcoming.     O'Callaghan  is  also  the  author  of  the  bill  known 
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as  The  Competitive  Stock  Corporation  Law,  introduced  into  the 
N.  Y.  Assembly  in  1899  and  1900,  and  also  of  the  bill  known  as 
The  Competitive  Stock  Corporation  Law,  introduced  into  the 
N.  Y.  Senate  in  1901.  These  bills  are  a  development  of  the  plan 
first  proposed  by  O'Callaghan's  brother,  Robert  E.  O'Callaghan, 
of  the  class  of  '83,  and  first  published  in  1890,  under  the  title, 
"  How  Monopoly  can  be  prevented,  a  New,  Simple,  and  Practical 
Plan."  O'Callaghan  has  published  several  letters  in  explanation 
of  this  plan,  as  well  as  letters  and  articles  against  Imperialism 
and  on  various  other  topics,  but  he  now  writes  only  for  the

1902.  Writes:  "  While  a  State  Senator  and  Attorney-General 
of  Ohio,  I  made  a  study  of  taxation  in  that  State,  with  special 
reference  to  Constitutional  limitations.  The  accepted  opinion  then 
was,  that  under  our  Constitution  nothing  but  property  could  be 
taxed  for  general  revenue.  Accordingly,  several  unsuccessful  at- 
tempts, at  considerable  expense,  had  been  made  to  amend  the 
Constitution  and  enlarge  the  taxing  power.  I  took  the  position 
that  no  amendment  was  required ;  that  rights,  privileges,  fran- 
chises, and  occupations  could  be  taxed.  These  views  have  been 
embodied  in  new  tax  laws,  which  have  been  sustained  by  the 
highest  courts.  State  and  Federal,  and  have  added  largely  to  the 
revenues  of  the  State,  without  burdening  unfairly  the  interests 
affected.  In  addition,  it  fell  to  me  to  draft  and  sustain  in  the 
courts  the  present  Ohio  election  law,  the  Ohio  compulsory  educa- 
tion law,  the  Ohio  medical  law,  and  other  measures  of  impor- 
tance. 

"On  June  29,  1897,  the  day  of  our  Class  Dinner,  President 
McKinley  appointed  me  Solicitor-General  of  the  United  States. 
The  sending  in  of  the  nomination  on  that  day  was  an  instance 
of  the  thoughtful  kindness  of  the  late  President.  More  than  a 
month  before,  I  had  mentioned  to  him  that  I  expected  to  attend 
the  dinner.  Amid  the  mass  of  matters  claiming  his  attention,  he 
remembered  this,  and  timed  his  action  so  as  to  give  me  a  pleas- 
ant surprise.  As  Solicitor-General  representing  the  government 
before  the  Supreme  Court,  and  in  charge  of  its  litigation  there,  I 
have  argued  many  important  cases  the  last  five  years,  notable 
among  which  are  the  Joint-Traffic  Association  case  (171  U.  S., 
505),  in  which  a  combination  of  trunk  lines  to  fix  rates  and 
fares  was  held  to  violate  the  Anti-Trust  law ;  the  case  of  Nicol 
V.  Ames  (173  U.  S.,  509),  in  which  the  Federal  tax  on  sales  at 
exchanges  was  upheld,  notwithstanding  the  ruling  in  the  In- 
come Tax  case;  the  Addyston  Pipe  case  (175  U.  S.,  211),  in 
which  the  Anti-Trust  law  was  applied  to  an  industrial  combina- 
tion ;  the  cases  of  Knowlton  z'.  Moore,  High  v.  Coyne,  and  others 
(178  U.  S.,  41),  in  which  the  constitutionality  of  the  graded  Fed- 
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eral  legacy  tax  was  sustained  and  its  construction  determined ; 
and  the  famous  Insular  Tariff  cases,  —  the  De  Lima  case,  the 
Downes  case,  the  Dooley  cases,  the  Fourteen  Diamond  Rings 
case,  and  others  (182  U.  S.,  i,  and  1S3  U.  S.,  151),  in  which  the 
status  of  our  insular  possessions  under  the  Constitution  was 
determined  and  the  power  of  Congress  to  govern  them  upheld. 

"  I  may  close  by  saying  that  in  1900,  I  was  offered  a  Federal 
judgeship,  which  I  declined,  it  being  my  intention,  on  leaving 
here,  to  return  to  the  private  practice  of  the  law."

Was  city  auditor  and 
clerk  of  the  council  there  in  1888.     He  was  nominated  for  city 
clerk  in  1890,  and  ran  1400  votes  ahead  of  his  ticket,  but  needed 
400  more  to  win.     Aided  in  the  organization  of  the  University 
Club  and  was  a  director  therein.    In  1891,  he  returned  to  Boston 
and  practised  for  two  years.    In  1893,  ^^  went  South,  and  in  1894 
took  up  his  residence  at  Charleston,  W.  Va.

Born  Dec.  10,  1847,  "^^^  Yorkshire  Centre,  N,  Y.  Assistant 
on  the  "  American  Journal  of  Mathematics,"  1878-79 ;  Fellow 
(Mathematics)  Johns  Hopkins  University,  1878,  and  Ph.  D.,  Johns 
Hopkins,  1880.  Held  that  fellowship  until  1880,  when  he  ac- 
cepted a  Parker  fellowship  at  Harvard.  He  held  this  two  years 
and  resided  in  Germany.  He  has  been  for  twenty  years  Profes- 
sor of  Mathematics  at  the  University  of  California ;  is  Dean  of 
the  College  of  Social  Sciences;  a  member  of  the  British  and 
American  Associations  (President  of  the  latter)  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Science,  and  of  the  Technical  Society  of  the  Pacific 
Coast ;  President  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Society ;  President  of

the  Faculty  Club  ;  Editor  of  the  mathematical  series,  "  Publica- 
tions of  the  University  of  California ; "  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Mathematical  Publications  of  the  California  Academy 
of  Sciences  ;  President  of  the  Pacific  Section  of  the  American 
Mathematical  Society;  member  of  the  University  Club  of  San 
Francisco.  He  has  published  various  writings,  mostly  upon 
mathematical  subjects,  the  titles  to  some  of  which  were  published 
in  full  in  last  report.  Among  them  are  "  Introductory  Modern 
Geometry:  a  Review  of  W.  B.  Smith's  Work  on  this  Subject,"  and 
"  Cayley's  Cubic  Resolvent  and  the  Reducing  Cubic."  He  has 
delivered  many  addresses,  among  them  one  on  "  Formulary  for 
an  Introduction  to  Elliptic  Functions,"  presented  at  the  Inter- 
national Mathematical  Congress,  held  in  connection  with  the 
World's  Columbian  Exposition,  at  Chicago,  in  1893,  and  pub- 
lished by  the  American  Mathematical  Society,  New  York,  1896. 
He  was  abroad  on  leave  of  absence  from  May,  1899,  to  Septem- 
ber, 1900,  and  spent  about  thirteen  months  of  this  time  in  Paris, 
and  the  rest  in  travel.  At  Paris,  in  August,  1900,  he  attended 
the  International  Congress  of  Mathematicians,  before  which  he 
read  a  paper  on  Orthogonal  Transformations  in  Elliptic  or  Hypo- 
bolic  Space.  In  1901,  and  again  in  1902,  he  was  delegate  of  the 
University  of  California  to  the  Second  and  Third  Conferences  of 
the  Society  of  American  Universities  held  at  Chicago.  He  was 
married,  June  28,  188S,  at  New  Haven,  Conn.,  to  Martha  Sher- 
man, daughter  of  Roger  Sherman  and  Harriet  Clarke  Day.

EDWARD  HENRY  STROBEL 

Born  in  Charleston,  S.  C,  Dec.  7,  1855.  1877-78,  part  of 
1878-79,  was  in  the  Harvard  Law  School.  18S0-81,  travelled 
in  Europe.  LL.  B.,  Harvard  Law  School,  1882.  Admitted  to 
the  Bar  in  New  York,  1883,  and  then  began  to  practise  law. 
Published  a  political  pamphlet  during  the  Blaine-Cleveland  presi- 
dential campaign.  August,  1885,  to  March,  1890,  was  Secretary  of 
the  United  States  Legation  at  Madrid,  and  during  a  third  of  that 
time  had  charge  of  the  mission  as  charge  d'affaires.  February, 
1888,  was  sent  by  the  government  to  Tangier,  Morocco,  to  nego- 
tiate a  settlement  of  questions  at  issue  between  the  American 
consul  and  the  Moorish  government,  which  resulted  in  an  agree- 
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ment  of  arbitration  ;  was  again  ordered  to  Morocco  in  1889  upon 
government  business,  and  was  obliged  to  ride  on  horseback  one 
hundred  and  eighty  miles  into  the  interior  to  Fez,  where  he  had 
an  audience  of  the  Emperor.  His  resignation  as  Secretary  of  the 
Legation  to  Spain  was  accepted  Feb.  13,  1890.  He  remained 
abroad  until  the  latter  part  of  1892,  when  he  returned  to  this 
country. 

In  April,  1893,  was  appointed  by  President  Cleveland  Third 
Assistant  Secretary  of  State,  and  in  April,  1894,  Envoy  Extraor- 
dinary and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  Ecuador,  the  latter  ap- 
pointment necessitating  a  very  interesting  six  days'  journey  on 
mule  back  over  the  Andes  from  Guayaquil  to  Quito.  In  Decem- 
ber, 1894,  he  was  promoted  to  the  post  of  Envoy  Extraordinary 
and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  Chile.  This  post  he  resigned  in 
February,  1897,  but  did  not  retire  from  the  legation  until  the  fol- 
lowing August.  By  a  convention  signed  July  2,  1897,  between 
France  and  Chile,  was  appointed  arbitrator  on  the  claim  by  the 
French  citizen  Charles  Freraut  against  the  government  of  Chile. 
In  August,  1897,  he  went  to  Rio  Janeiro  on  legal  business  for  the 
New  York  Life  Insurance  Company,  making  the  journey  from 
Valparaiso  to  Rio  by  the  Straits  of  Magellan.  Remained  in  Rio 
Janeiro  about  three  months,  returning  to  Chile  the  last  of  De- 
cember. This  journey  was  made  across  the  Andes  from  Buenos 
Ayres  to  Santiago.  The  Freraut  case  was  then  settled  by  a  com- 
promise between  the  two  governments.  Left  Chile  in  January, 
1898,  returning  to  the  United  States  by  the  way  of  the  Isthmus 
of  Panama,  Jamaica,  and  Mexico.  In  June  of  the  same  year  he 
was  offered  and  accepted  the  Bemis  Professorship  of  International 
Law  in  the  Harvard  Law  School,  which  position  he  still  holds. 
Has  also  had  some  practice  in  international  law  cases,  and  in 
1899  was  appointed  special  counsel  for  Chile  before  the  United 
States  and  Chilean  Claims  Commission  in  Washington.  He  also 
delivers  a  certain  number  of  lectures  every  winter  on  French  and 
Spanish  Law  before  the  School  of  Comparative  Jurisprudence 
and  Diplomacy  at  Washington,  D.  C.  Has  passed  the  summers 
of  1898,  1899,  and  1900  in  Europe.  During  the  time  spent  in 
the  diplomatic  service,  he  wrote  various  official  dispatches  and 
reports  published  by  the  government,  the  principal  one  being 
"  The  Resumption  of  Specie  Payment  in  Chile  "  (Treasury  De- 
partment, 1896),  which  was  submitted  to  Congress  by  President 
Cleveland.     In  1898,  he  published  a  short  history,  "  The  Span- 
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ish  Revolution."  Is  an  officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  of 
France,  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  and  a 
Fellow  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  Union  Club  of  Boston  and  the  Metropolitan 
Club  of  Washington.

^CHARLES  JAMES  UNDERWOOD,  Jr. 

Born  in  Boston,  May  11,  1854.  Died  in  Boston,  Aug.  8,  1898. 
He  was  a  son  of  Charles  James  and  Caroline  Susan  (Luyster) 
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Underwood.  After  graduation,  except  for  a  limited  stay  in  the 
coal  and  iron  regions  of  the  Hocking  Valley,  Ohio,  in  the  service 
of  the  Hocking  Iron  Company,  he  was  for  most  of  the  time  until 
1885  in  Boston.  At  that  time  he  was  the  Boston  agent  of  the 
Fairfield  Rubber  Company.  In  1897,  he  wrote  that  for  many 
years  he  had  been  and  still  was  the  Boston  and  New  England 
representative  of  "The  Engineering  and  Building  Record,"  a 
technical  journal  published  in  New  York.  During  the  last  year 
or  two  of  his  life  our  classmate  Greenleaf  seems  to  have  been  not 
only  his  medical  adviser  but  also  his  very  sympathetic  and  de- 
voted friend.  The  sympathetic  qualities  of  Greenleaf  cannot  be 
too  highly  praised,  and  they  were  never  tendered  in  a  case  of 
greater  stress  or  need  than  in  this  of  Underwood.  Greenleaf 
wrote  to  the  Secretary  a  few  days  after  Underwood's  death  as 
follows  :  — 

"  He  was  last  seen  alive  Monday,  August  8.  As  nothing  was 
heard  from  him  on  the  9th,  his  door  was  opened  at  noon  and  he 
was  found  with  life  extinct.  Underwood  was  in  many  respects  a 
man  of  great  worth.  His  tastes  were  simple,  he  loved  chemistry, 
he  loved  mechanical  devices,  and  at  one  time  he  built  himself  a 
boat,  and  he  delighted  to  be  employed  in  such  matters.  Could 
he  have  had  the  opportunity  to  develop  these  tastes,  his  life  would 
undoubtedly  have  been  much  happier.  He  delighted  also  in  his- 
torical reading.  The  stress  of  necessity,  however,  led  him  to  en- 
gage in  uncongenial  business  relations,  and  in  these  he  met  with 
keen  disappointments.  Naturally  of  a  trusting  but  sensitive  na- 
ture, he  was  led  by  these  disappointments  to  become  introspective. 
To  an  extent  he  secluded  himself  and  brooded  over  his  trials, 
real  and  fancied.  To  a  few  of  us  he  also  revealed  the  beautiful 
side  of  his  nature.  He  hated  sham ;  he  loved  truth.  He  could 
be  appreciative  to  a  friend.  He  was  a  brilliant  conversationalist, 
and  from  an  extended  store  of  information  was  able  to  instruct  as 
well  as  entertain.  During  the  last  few  weeks  of  his  life  fresh 
sources  of  depression  found  him  unequal  to  their  weight,  and  in 
a  moment  the  change  came." 

He  was  buried  at  Mt.  Auburn  on  the  nth  of  August.  It  is 
with  peculiar  sadness  that  the  Secretary  records  these  touching 
and  appreciative  words  of  Greenleaf,  whose  death  we  have  also 
had  cause  to  mourn  since  the  death  of  Underwood,  to  whom  he 
showed  such  genuine  devotion.

JAMES  WISE  WALKER 

Born  in  Mansfield,  Ohio,  Aug.  28,  1856.  He  graduated  from 
the  Harvard  Medical  School  in  1880.  He  was  assistant  there  in 
the  Physiological  Laboratory  during  the  winter  of  1878-79,  and 
was  librarian  in  1880.  He  first  practised  in  New  York  city,  and 
then  for  a  time  at  Coney  Island.  He  was  married,  May  3,  1881, 
in  New  York,  to  Elaine  R.  Echols,  of  Huntsville,  Ala.  He  and 
Mrs.  Walker  sailed  at  once  for  Europe,  where  he  studied  in  Dub- 
lin, Munich,  and  Vienna,  and  after  a  tour  of  the  Continent  set 
out  for  South  Africa,  where  he  settled  in  practice  in  a  suburb  of 
Capetown.  Soon  after  he  arrived  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  broke 
out  and  spread  rapidly  among  the  unvaccinated  blacks  and  Ma- 
lays all  over  the  Cape  Colony.  He  entered  upon  the  care  of 
those  afflicted  with  the  disease,  and  had  sole  charge  of  several 
suburban  hospitals  some  miles  apart  and  averaging  two  hundred 
beds  each.  He  was  instrumental  in  overcoming  the  prejudices 
of  the  Malays  against  compulsory  vaccination  and  sequestration 
of  the  sick,  and  he  was  thus  able  to  remove  the  sick  to  the  hos- 
pitals, but  only  on  condition  that  the  dead  should  be  handed 
over  to  the  priests  to  be  buried  according  to  the  rites  of  their  own 
religion.  His  part  in  enabling  the  authorities  and  natives  to 
come  to  this  agreement  endeared  him  to  the  Moslem  population, 
and  the  result  in  a  financial  way  was  extremely  satisfactory.  He 
built  a  house  and  settled  down  to  a  comfortable  practice  as  a 
consulting  surgeon  and  obstetrician.  In  the  next  four  years  he 
had  saved  a  comfortable  competency  when  the  panic  of  1886 
swept  over  the  Colony,  wrecking  all  the  banks  in  Cape  Town 
except  one,  and  in  a  single  day  his  savings  were  lost.  But  he 
was  still  better  off  than  many  of  his  neighbors,  and  would  un- 
doubtedly have  recovered  from  this  set-back  had  not  the  health 
of  his  wife  become  seriously  impaired  and  obliged  him  to  take

her  to  Europe  for  treatment.  He  then  left  South  Africa  for  good, 
and  went  to  Europe  and  travelled  for  two  years.  Returning 
again  to  the  United  States,  he  settled  in  San  Francisco  and  began 
practice  with  satisfactory  results.  Pneumonia,  however,  laid  him 
low  for  fourteen  weeks.  Upon  his  recovery  he  was  too  weak  to 
resume  active  practice.  He  obtained  a  position  as  surgeon  on 
the  P.  M.  &  G.  steamer  City  of  New  York,  running  from  San 
Francisco  to  Mexico  and  the  Isthmus.  After  several  trips  he 
was  transferred  to  the  Peking,  running  to  China  and  Japan. 
Upon  this  run  he  made  the  acquaintance  of  the  U.  S.  Consul  at 
Hongkong  and  received  the  appointment  of  Vice  and  Deputy 
Consul  at  Hongkong,  where  with  his  wife  he  settled  in  i8gi.  With 
Cleveland's  reelection  he  lost  his  office,  and  returned  to  San 
Francisco  in  1894  with  very  little  means  and  broken  down  in 
health.  He  next  obtained  a  position  as  Medical  Director  of  a 
liquor  and  morphine  cure  located  in  Los  Gatos,  Cal.,  where  he 
was  employed  for  a  year  or  more,  when  a  defalcation  crippled 
the  company  and  again  made  an  inroad  upon  his  resources.  He 
has  since  been  living  in  Los  Gatos  in  rather  poor  health,  has 
during  the  past  four  years  made  a  number  of  trips  to  San  Fran- 
cisco for  the  purpose  of  undergoing  surgical  treatment,  and 
now  has  a  fair  prospect  of  ultimately  regaining  his  health  and 
strength.  In  1900,  he  made  a  trip  to  Panama  in  his  old  capacity 
of  steamship  surgeon.  He  hopes  eventually  to  get  to  sea  again 
for  a  year  or  two.  In  the  meantime  he  desires  to  be  remembered 
most  cordially  to  his  classmates.
